When the monopoly of western Can- 


ada by the "Gentlemen .Adventurers 
trading- I,nto 
Hudson . liay"— better 


known to jhb world -as the Hudson's' 
Hay cojnpany— was bought from the 
company in 1803, an army of criminals, 
wliiBty smugglers, cattle rustlers and 
(,'unmen 'itoured'In from west of the 
Missouri .. river. -The chief stamping 
grounds were -In Alberta and • SaV 
katchewan, and their main business- 
was trading bad whisky to the Indians 
for furs.

To cope with theso men, protect the 


Indians and few white settlers, the 
premier of 'Canada, Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, decided on the formation of n 
body of 'guards who', as. he put.lt, 
"would be without any'gold lace."
